low then fled, but when he was discover- 
ed add identified in the presence of Offi- 
cers Conden and McCabe by Mrs. Pence 
herself, they sullenly refused to arrest 
him without a warrant, and, to cap the 
climax, tbf 39 same guardians of the peace 
[what mockery!] permitted the fellow to 
put on his clothes and walk off. Tne peo- 
ple were outraged at the criminal action 
of the "officer!," and in order to do 
Bomcluing Ibttt would look like enforcing 
the law and thus blind the eyes of the 
public, it seemed necessary that some- 
body should be arrested, and so Mrs. 
Pence, the woman whom Oonau attempt- 
ed to murder, was promptly arrested and 
lodged In the calaboose. As above slat- 
ed she was fined this morning. Her hus- 
band who is a Wabash fireman, was with 
her when a REPUBLICAN representative 
dropped in. The order of the court was 
"pay the fine or go to jail." The woman 
protested that the finding of the court 
was unjust.f.and that had she been tried 
by a jury she would have been acquitted. 
She didn't know what to do, and her bus- 
band was in consultation with Marshal 
Uewes at the door, as the scribe left the 
room. It seemed like an outrage and a 
farce to compel the woman to go to jail, 
inasmuch as sbe was one of the principal 
sufferers by the shooting affray of Satur- 
day morning, and BO the reporter in- 
formed Messrs. Hugh Crea and J. C. Lake 
whom be met at the foot ot the stairway, 
conversing about some business transac- 
tion. These twa gentlemen were aston- 
ished to bear that the woman had been 
fined, and promptly pronounced it an out- 
rage 
And then Mr. Crea remarked that 


the woman shouldn't go to jail if he could 
help it, and be said to Mr. Lake: "Lei's 
go up and pay ibe fine." Mr. Like said, 
"All right," and the gentleman, accom- 
panied by the reporter, entered the court 
room. Justice Lowry was absent, but at 
.he request of Mr. Crea, the marshal foot- 
ed up the costs in the case, making the 
total *40.15. There was a paintul silence 
in the loom at this moment, and Mrs.

navy tbat Mr. Blaine bas resigned bis 
portfolio as Secretary of State, as be 
might get us into a war with Chill, in 
which we should suffer defeat and dis- 
grace. It eaya: 


It is no .disparagement to the emi- 


nent and well-recognised abilities of 
Mr. James 0. Blaine to say tbat tbe 
news of bis retirement from from tbe 
post of Secretary of State will be re- 
ceived with a sense of relief. In bust- 
nets oirelee, especially, which 
felt 


misgivings at the time of bis eeleetion 
for that post, and found reaeen for 
graver apprehensions ae time went on, 
tbis sentiment of relief will be very ap- 
parent. It is apparently very difficult 
for Mr. Blaine to do anything without 
seeking, and usually securing Ihe repu- 
tation of doing it, first of all, "vigorous- 
ly," and vigor, in tbe precise sense bere 
implied, is not the ebief element re- 
quired in tbe foreign policy of tbe 
United States. A man of Mr. Blaioe's 
aggressive and enthusiastic, not to say 
sensational, temperament finds abund- 
ant scope in pur political system for 
extraordinary usefulness; but tbe for- 
eign policy of tbis government is not 
aggressive and not sensational. 


Nobody, certainly, whether be be of 


Peruvian or Chilian sympathies, can 
doubt tbe unfortunate position into 
which tbis country has been put since 
tbe 4th ot' Maroh in respeet to tbe war 
on the South Pacific. 
Tbe very spec- 


tacle of onr ministers to the rival re- 
publics being al loggerheads and each 
protesting that the Department of 
State is favorable to tho side be es- 
pouses, was mortifying. 
It will be a 


happy issue of the affair if the position 
which the United States occupies is 
made only ridiculous, and not danger- 
ous aleo. 


Tbe tradition of this country is ab- 


stinence from an aggressive and inter- 
fering temper in foreign affaire; and on 
that policy we bave thrived. It has 
made us friends the world over. It is 
usually easy to point to reflect acts 
demonstrating tbe eagerness of France, 
Great Britain, Germany and Russia to 
be considered warm friends of tbe Unit- 
ed States. With no land on tbe globe 
do we have permanently, if even tempo- 
rarily, hostile interests. 
Our isolated 


position, geopraphioal and political, is 
onr claim to the universal friendship of 
tbe Old World, while our neighbors of 
tbe New, on either hand, will agree not 
to swallow as if we will agree not to 
swallow them. It would be folly to 
forego the advantages of such a posi- 
tion for the sheer sake of making more 
noise ia the world — of kicking up a 
greater dust in the field ot diplomacy. 


Even if we could be foolish 
enough 


to sacrifice tbe commercial advantages 
and the comfortable sense of security 
which grow out of the 
traditional for- 


eign policy, tbe country is in no shape 
for changing it. 
If we wish to quad- 


ruple our standing 
army; 
to keep 


under drill and pay 200,000 militia 
reserves; to create not only the fleet of 
nnarmored cruisers now required, but a 
fleet ol heavy ironclads; to expend sev- 
eral hundred millions, in short, for new 
forts, new ships and heavy guns; and 
then, several hundred millions annually 
for tbe keeping up of great military 
and naval establishments, we may, per- 
haps, launch very creditably into 
the 


field of vigorous aggressive diplomacy, 
and could soon, no doubt, have a 
tre- 


mendous war with a couple of rival 
nations for little or no cause 
But if 


that is not the purpose, it is hardly 
worth while to put the country into 
dilemmas from which the very happiest 
issue would be to bave its interference 
quietly sneered at, or its boldness re- 
buked as mere bounce. 
Mr. Blaine's 


successor will do well to keep in mind 
that the United Statea do not n.'cd, a' 
this late day, to offer proofs of their 
belligerent strength, and (bat it is not 
tbeir traditional policy to needlessly 
interfere in foreign affairs, or to render 
onr own people uneasy about them.

Chajlei B. Hamlll Frightfully Mangled M • 


the Water Street Crowing. 


From FrlJaj-'e Dally. 


This morning at a few minutes past? 


o'clock, Charles B. Hainlll, aged 54 years, 
was struck by Wabash twitch engine No. 
131, fifteen feet east of the Water street 
crossing of the Wabash railway, and was 
instantly killed, the mangled body being 
carried along the track eastward a dis- 
tance of about 50 feet. Tho old man pre- 
vious to the accident had a bag In bis 
hand and was picking up particles of coal 
along the railway track. A freight train 
was standing on one of the side tracks 
near Shellabarger & Co.'s mill, wailing to 
go west as soon as the cannon ball train 
came in. At the eainu time switch euglno 
131 was on the St. Louis track west of iho 
target, which waa also waiting for the 
cannon ball train to pass. After the can- 
non ball train, which was bound east, had 
passed Ihe target, the switch was turned 
aud engine 131 passed out, following the 
passenger closely. The caauon ' ball had 
passed the point where Mr. Hamill was 
standing, and not noticing the approach- 
ing locomotive, he got on the main track 
and was in the act of picking up another 
lump of coal when he was knocked down 
by (he engine and crushed bcaealh Iho 
wheels. 
When the engine was stopped 


Hamill was dead.

WASHINTON NOTES. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 13.— 


Dr. Spilxka, of New York, resumed his 
testimony in the Gnite»u case to-day. 
Mr. Corkhill handed to the witness a 
slip of paper upon which was drawn 
the diagram of a human head, nod said: 
"Now, Doctor, supposing this to be the 
prisoner's head, will you please to point 
oat the inequalities to which yon re- 
ferred yesterday?" 


Before any reply could be made, Gni- 


teau raised a laugh by saying: "That ac- 
counts for it. 
A batter oame to me 


this morning and offered me a bat if I 
would let him take my bead. 
I got 


the hat, bat you don't pay for it, Cork- 
bill. Oh! no; the Government will 
have to do so." 


Witness went on giving his reasons 


for considering the prisoner insane. 
Upon a question being asked by Cork- 
bill, Quiteau broke in with, "1 have 
been looking op your record, Corkhill, 
and I'll show you up." 


Subsequently Quiteau again inter- 


rupted the examination, and shouted, 
"I see that crank Talmage has been 
doing some sensationalism in this case. 
He had better go slow. 
He has been 


before his synod several times for lying, 
and has a reputation ia New York for 
running for a bouse of prostitution.

have got my eye on several of these 
cranks, and if they don't go slow, I'll 
give some more of them some free ad- 
vertising. The higb-toued portion of 
the American people are beginning to 
take a right view of the case." 


Sooville tried to introduce as evi- 


dence what he (Sooville) bad said in 
relation to Shaw, a witness for the pros- 
ecution, by asking witness to state to 
jury what he (Sooville) had told him 
(witness) he had learned in relation to 
Shaw. 


Objection was made and sustained, 


when Guiteau shouted out: "We have 
found out that Shaw was guilty of 
perjury in New Jersey, and was told by 
a judge from the bench that he ought 
to be convicted and sent to prison. 
We 


also know that English was convicted 
of a low crime in Ireland. 
The jury 


ought to know what kind of witnesses 
you are bringing here to ruin my repu- 
tation." 


Witness thought the proper way to 


sammob experts would be for the court 
to summon them irrespective of the 
chances what their testimony might be. 


Corkhill 
insisted 
that the wit- 


ness had attacked the character and 
honesty of experts who were supposed 
to entertain a different. opinion 
from 


himself on the prisoners sanity. 


Guiteau interrupted in his most an- 


gry mood, and shaking bis bead at Col. 


- Corkhill, shouted: "It's the unanimous 


judgment of the American people that 
you are a consummate jackass, Cork- 
hill. This gentleman is an honest 
man, and if your skull was not so thick, 
you would see it." 


The witness desired to explain his 


position, and said: "I do not hesitate 
to reiterate my opinion that the expert 
who will ia this court testify that the 
prisoner is sane, is, in my opinion, no 
expert, or else is a dishonest ODC." 


Dr. Fordyce Barker, of Nfew York, 


was next examined. 
The audience 


listened attentively as the distinguished 
physician defined insanity and the sev- 
eral phases thereof. 


Judge Cos requested the witness to 


explain to the jury what he meant by 
irresistible impulse, and the answer 
was: "Perversion of emotion to such a 
degree as to produce conduct entirely 
at variance with the individual's form- 
er life, and to such a degree as to com- 
pletely control tho will power, would 
constitute an irresistible impulse." 


Guitoau—Doctor, I want to ask you, 


\Vhere a man is compelled to commit 
crime by impulse he cannot resist, is 
ho sane or insane? 


Answer—When that fact 
c,in bo 


proved, air, it is insanity. 


Guiteau—That's just my case, sir 


(with an air of perfect, satisfaction). 


Then turning to Scoville: 
Come, 


that's the whob case; let's havo a re- 
cess. I'm getting hungry. 


Mrs. Scoville desired to ask a cmes- 


tion. 


Guiteau (impatiently) —Oh, you keep 


still. It's all they can do to pnt up 
with me. 


Judgo Cox assented, and Mrs. Sco- 


ville asked: "Can a man be born 
in- 


sane?' 


Answer—No, Madame;' he could bo 


born an idiot ox an imbecile. 
Insanity 


is an acquired stato after birth. 


Recess. 
After recess L. S. Gabeil took the 


witness stand. 


Guiteau. 
If your Honor pleases, I 


wouln like to know what you expect to 
prove by this witness; I think we have 
had about enough of testimony; I only 
know this man slightly. 


Judge Cox. Iljj not necessary to 


state in advance; go on, Mr. Witness. 


Witness was in the 
life insurance 


business, the prisoner desired to solicit 
lor him; witness paid him §25, but 
never realized any business from his ef- 
forts; prisoner told witness that he 
was about to marry a wealthy lady, and 
was to have tho Austrian mission; 
wanted to borrow $200; witness did 
not detect any evidence of an unsound 
mind. 


W. P. Copeland, journalist, 
was 


called, and identified some newspaper 
slips. 
Gaiteau. You're no lawyer, Cope- 


land. 


Y. T. Ketebam, of New York, attor- 


ney at law, knew the prisoner in 1873, 
when he occupied a desk in the office of 
Judge Haloes; witness related an in- 
stance of Gnitean'a obtaining money 
under false pretenses. 


Scoville objected to all testimony 


going to show the commission of any 
other crime or misdemeanor by the 
prisoner. 


Quiteau (indignantly). I never got 


a cent from this man in my life. 
He 


was only a poor clerk. I didn't consid- 
er him a proper associate for a high- 
toned lawyer like myself. 


The prisoner continually, interrupted 


and insisted that the evidence was en- 
tirely irrelevant. 
Finally, turning to 


Scoville, he said: "You are getting bad- 
ly cranked on this matter. If you, bad 
any sense yon would sec it doesn't do 
our case any good. 
You'll be on trial 


as a crank yourself if yon don't look 
out. 
Why, you are getting worse than 


Corkhill." 


Henry Wood, of Philadelphia, bad 


known the prisoner some years; never 
saw anything to indicate that be was of 
unsound mind; always thought he was 
possessed of rare intelligence. Witness 
knew Guitean's wife, some members of 
his family having rendered her service. 
Guiteau called upon him to thank the 
family for their kindness. 


Guiteau here took occasion to slander 


his wife in the most outrageous terms. 
"This man," he said, "knew her before 
I did. 
You can draw your own infer- 


ence." 


Samuel P. Philips, broker, of New 


York, had known the prisoner since 
1868; first knew him in Chicago. 


Guiteau became extremely angry at 


a statement made by a witness, and 
rattled a perfect tirade of abuse. 
Sev- 


eral minutes elapsed before the exam- 
ination could proceed. 


Witness in tho fourteen years that 


he had known the prisoner never saw 
anything to indicate that be was of un- 
sound mind. 


The cross-examination was continued 


until the hour of adjournment, and was 
frequently interrupted by Guiteau with 
oontradictions and denials. 


When the witness said Guiteau had 


desired him (witness) to act as editor- 
in-chief of one of his newspaper projects 
Guiteau laughed immoderately for some 
minutes and shouted: "Oh, Phillips, 
that is certainly the height of absurdity, 
you for chief editor." 


Adjourned. 


WANHINOTON, December 13.—The 


decision of the judge advocate general 
in the Whittaker court martial was 
submitted to the secretary of war to- 
day, and will go from him to the Presi- 
dent, after which it will be given to the 
public.

A WOBD TO TAX FAYBBS. 


When the requirements of the Public 


Library, and its need of private aid to 
make tbe public appropriation effective 
is spoken of, we are often confronted 
with the supposed fact that "the people 
are already heavily taxed for tbe Libra- 
ry." A few facts and figures will per- 
haps astonish some of those who, in pay 
ing a heavy city tax, fancy that a large 
portion goes to the Public Library. 


As the schedule ia made out, the receipt 


for school and library tax is consolidated 
and very few persons know the propor- 
tion paid to either. The law limits the 
percentage of Libiary tax, and last year 
tbe man who paid taxes oj an assessed 
value of $1000 paid 95 cents Library and 
$10.50 school tax. One of our heaviest 
tax payers, whose property, real and per- 
sonal, is assessed at $12,379, pays a total 
fax of $6«3.71, »f which $11:06 is Library 
and $118.65 school tax. An average citi- 
zen, who pays on property assessed at 
$773. pays a total tax of $41.38; 73 cents 
of which is Library and $7.39 school tax; 
while those who pay taxes only on an 
humble home, one valued at $361, pays 
$19.48 total tax, of which 34 cents Is for 
the Library and $3.46 for schools. Again, 
a man whose persona) property, (probably 
his lean, and wagon,) is assessed at $36, 
pays three cents Library tax. 


Now, I will not institute a comparison 


between ihe actual educational advan- 
tages derived by our citizens, old and 
young, from our schools and Library, but 
wiU venline the assertion that the Libra- 
ry supplements our schools with a greater 
per cent of educational value, than its per 
centage of taxation, and I think no citi- 
zen who examines his tax receipt and rig- 
ares out the actual tax he pays for Libra- 
ry purposes, will ever again allude to his 
"heavy tax for the Library." These fig- 
ures are derived from official sources and 
are correct.
